"The American tourist ‘should be 
kept ‘trail-conscious’ as his streamline 
model sweeps over the broad highways 
where, four-score years ago, the cover- 
ed wagon and the pony rider blazed 
the trails for the opening of the West.” 
So states a bulletin of the Oregon Trail 
Memorial Association, in launching 
movement to add historic interest to 
modern highways by combining patri- 
otic emblems with tne route-makers 
that span the nation today.

To preserve pioneer traditions and 
tell the story of American progress, the 
association has provided fourteen-inch 
black-and-white enamel discs, depict- 
ing the Pony Express riders of 1860- 
1861. These are being placed at the dis- 
posal of states and cities along the two 
thousand miles of the old Pony Trail, 
from St. Joseph, Mo., to Sacramento, 
Calif. They are designed to be placed 
on the same stanchions as the route~- 
shields, but contain no reference to 
their gift by the association. 

The movement was initiated by Perry 
Driggs son of the association presi- 
dent. In an address delivered at Salt

Inspectors report an increase in the 
number of wormy pears this year over | 
previous years, particularly worms in 
the calyx that are very difficult to dis- 
tinguish from the outside. Reports 
from the River section and oher pear 
growing counties indicate the same 
trend. 


In addition to a thorough spray pro- 
gram timed by the use of bait pans, in 
those orchards which are troubled with 
an increase of worm population, it is 
considered good practice to carry on a 
a sanitation program. It is consid- 
ered good practice to remove all the 
culls and windfalls from the orchard 
at least twice a week so the worms will 
not crawl from the fruit and cémplete 
their life cycle in the orchard, Fruit 
thus removed should either be buried 
or fed to livestock immediately. Since 
the Codling Moth is a comparatively 
weak flier, this fruit might be re- 
moved cc some dumping ground a 
quarter of a mile or so from any or- 
chard.

The laws 
ministered State Board 
Equalization have a most direct effect 
on the pocket book of each and every 
taxpayer, large and small. 

For example, the Board of Equaliza- 
tion employs a large staff of trained 
employees who value all the properties 
of all the pubiic utilities. These are 
the values set for the county and city 
assessors in setting up the local tax 
rolls. Under the capable chairmanship 
of Richard E. Collins, this \yaluation 
has been accomplished with a fair deal 
to both the utilities and to the tax- 
paying public so that there has been no 
complaint and taxes have been ma- 
terially reduced on real property. This 
reduction in El Dorado County was 
from $1.70 to $1.30 in 1935.
